Lexington. Ky., December 30. — At tlie recent 
meeting of the Kentucky State Racing Commission, 
a letter from H. G. Bedwclt to chairman E. F.,Clay 
was read. It asked that the Bedwell horses be rein- 
stated so that their owner could sell them for their 
full value. Under the present rules of tlie commis- 
sion liorses tielonging to au owner wiio is ruled off, 
as Mr. Bedwell was. are also ruled off the turf, 
and therefore the commission is unable to grant Mr. 
Rertwell’s request without changing the rules. While 
there is practically no doubt that if Mr. Bedwell 
sold the horses to bona fide purchasers in good stand- 
ing they would be reinstated as a courtesy, a change 
in the rules by which horses could readily be trans T 
ferred nominally from the hands of a rnled-off 
owner would so materially h*sseu the pnuisbttent 
and afford such chance for fraud, that the coutrais- 
sion did not take np the question. It Is pretty well 
agreed among the meml«ers of the commission that 
nothing will Is* done in the Bedwell case until be 
lias first obtained the recommendation Of Judge 
Charles F. Price, who ruled him off.

MILES IF 1:19 OR BETTER DURING 1910. 

In these days a mile in 1 :39 attracts little of the 
attention that such a performance would have done 
ten years or so ago when fast miles cauic less fre- 
quently than they since have'. Modern tracks have 
been constructed witli a view to speed and the con- 
stantly advancing art of track conditioning has been 
directed steadily to that end. Still, a mile iu 1:38 
represents fast runuing anywhere, while miles in 
1:3S anil less are of surpassing excellence. During 
1910 the mile was run in 1 :39 or better on recognized 
tracks in America forty times, as shown in the sub- 
joined tabulation:
